District govermeats hare 
been established, eommunisation has been restored, and schools 
have deen re-opmed - furthermore, farmers’ cooperative socictics 
are in the course of formation and arrangeneats are deing mate 
to gremt leams w the werchents in order to enable them to scarry 
on their business. ; 

Be prepere’ imediately to return to your lovely ané 
leng-devarted native plases.

Dear brethren, we are also the enthusiastic 
youth of China with hot nlood in our veins, but our present 
concern is for the welfare of the Chinese Race. #&e are by 
no means selfish. We fully realize who our enemies are, 

Do you realise that you are living under the protection 
of “White People"? Then you muet know who our enemice are. 
Who aire the people responsible for the present war. tho 
are the people standing by our side with base ideas and 
watching for a chance to obtain privileges out of the war? 
It is true that Japan is fighting for her existence, dut 
on the other hand, she is fighting because she cannot 
tolerate seeing the Chinese people who are of the same 
race being exploitated amd oppressed by an alien people. 
You are still living under the genuine enemy anc at their 
mercy - but do you think that such condition can last long 
which permits a feeling of patriotism in carrying out 
national salvation work? The truth is that the Settlements 
are the places, where national soverignty has bean lest.
